$100,000,000 DROP 
IN U.S. INCOME TAX 
COLLECTIONS LIKELY 


Sharp Diedoenia: Shown Thus 
Far Due to Stock Loss 
and Depression.

WASHINGTON, March 20.-—-A 
sharp decrease in income tax col- 
lections from last year was shown 
today in the Treasury statement 
for March 18, when only $88,691,- 
515 was tabulated as collected, as 
compared to $214,534,548 on March 
18, 1930. 

On the face of the total collec- 
tions thus far, it appeared that in- 
come tax collections for the month 
probably would lag $100,000,000 
behind those of last year. The col- 
lections for last March totaled 
$559,503,703. 

The decreases were attributed to 
the business depression and to de- 
ductions for stock losses in the 
crash that started in October, 1929. 

Treasury experts hoped an in- 
crease in the taxes would be re-

‘DELAY SAILING 
VIKING SURVIVORS 


Steamer Takes 110 Aboard 
at Horse Island as Sealing 
Fleet Ends Search for 28 
Missing. 

ed OHMS. N.Y, March 20.— 

Captains of sealing vessels reported 

to St. Johus today that they had 

searched every foot of ice within 

22 miles of the scene of the Vik- 

ing disaster without finding a trace 

of the 28 men still missing. They 
declared further search useless. 

Air expeditions, it is felt here, 
would needlessly endanger the lives 
of the flyers, and would accom- 
plish nothing. All except the most 
seriously injured of the 127 surviv- 
ors have been transferred from 
Horse Island to the sealer Sagona 
for the trip to St. Johns. Heavy 
gales, with snow, are reported in 
the vicinity of Horse Island. 

The Sagona, with 110 survivors 
aboard, was caught in an ice jam 
and it became impossible to say 
when she would arrive here. The 
Sagona was to have left Horse 
Island late this afternoon. 

The motor sealer Sir William, 
one of the fleet of which the Vik- 
ing was a member, sank 15 miles 
northeast of Horse Island this 
morning, -according to advices re- 
ceived here. The crew reached 
the steamship Eagle, another seal- 
ing ship, in two dories in safety. 
They fired the Sir William before 
leaving so that she would not be- 
come a derelict and a menace to 
navigation. 

The official tabulation by Sir 
Richard Squires, Prime Minister 
of Newfoundland, fixed the total 
survivors of the Viking at 127 and 
the missing at 28. 

The ship carried a signed crew 
of 147, four members of the mo- 
tion picture expedition headed by 
Varick Frissell, two stowaways and 
two men who had joined the ship, 
but were not listed on the ship's 
articles, making a total of 155. 

The survivors who reached Horse 
Island, eight miles from where the 
ship blew up Sunday night, number 
121. The rescue steamers Sagona 
and Beothic picked up three each 
in White Bay, a total of 127 saved. 

Three men who had signed for 
the seal hunt did not sail when the 
Viking left here March 9. 

Frissell, who was aboard the 


Viking with his companions to take 
motion pictures of the seal hunt, 
and his camera man, A. G. Penrod, 
are among the missing. Harry 
Sargent, actor and explorer, who 
was one of Frissell’s party, was 
picked up by the Sagona. 


The rescue party, which included 
doctors sent from St. Johns on the 
Sagona, found the refugees and the 
residents of the tiny settlement vir- 
tually at the end of their food sup- 
plies and subsisting on a ration of 
crackers and tea. 

While medical attention was be- 
ing given the injured and the re- 
moval of the Viking’s people to the 
rescue ships was proceeding, the 
Imogene landed supplies of butter, 
biscuit, sugar, coffee, bully beef, 
pread, fresh meat, canned milk, 


cheese and tea. 


Bernt Balchen Takes Off to Search 
for Survivors. 
By the Associated Press. 

BOSTON, March 20.—An aerial 
relief expedition, headed by Bernt 
Balchen, famous aviator, took off 
from the Boston Airport at 10:53 
a. m. today on the first leg of a 
flight to Newfoundland to search 


for survivors of the wrecked scal- 
ing ship Viking. Randy Enslow, 
relief pilot, was at the controls. 
Speaking into the microphone, at 
the last minute, Balchen spoke 
somewhat pessimistically of the 
flight as a “doubtful task.” 

As the flyers sOared away they 
carried with them a parting mes- 
sage of confidence from Dr. Lewis 
Frissell of New York, father of 
Varick Frissell, young motion pic- 
ture operator, who was numbered 
among the missing in the Viking’s 
tragedy. The expedition was ex- 
pressly authorized by Dr. Frissell. 
Informed that weather conditions 
might delay the flyers at St. Johns, 
the doctor expressed the desire 
that the plane make a start on its 
rescue mission and told the mem- 
bers of the crew he had every con- 
fidence in Balchen as the pilot. As 
long as any hope remained, he 
said, he wished them to make the 
trip and see what they could do. 


Amateur Hears Radio _ Signal, 
J “Penrod OK.” 
By the Associated ’Press. 
NAUGATUCK, Conn., March 20. 
—William Wood, an amateur 
short-wave radio operator here 
(station W1IAPD) today said that 
at 4 o’clock yesterday afternoon 
he picked up signals signed ‘“‘Fath- 
er J. Kerwan, Harbor Breton, Sta- 
tion PO8J,”’ in which there was an 
indistinct reference to A. G. Pen- 
rod, one of the victims of the Vik- 
ing explosion off Horse Island. The 
signals faded and died away. This 
morning Wood raised apparently 
that station and receivtd this mes- 
sage: “I told you yesterday that 


Penrod and two Americans were 
OK.

~ SERVICE BY 11 LINES 


Southwest Roads, With Aid of 
Local Trucks, Plan to Re- 
gain Package Business, 


In an effort to recover and re- 
tain short-haul package ° freight 
business they have been losing in 
increasing quantities to truck lines 
recently, 11 Southwestern railroads 
have announced a plan to inaugu- 
rate a door-to-door service on their 
own bills of lading. ° 

The plan provides for pick-up 


of origin and destination with no 
additional cost over present less- 
than-carload rates within a radius 
of about 300 miles. Beyond this 
distance a small fee will be 
charged. The service will be ar- | 
ranged by contract with local | 
trucking companies at each point. 

It is planned to start the service 
within 60 days, subject to approval 
of the Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission. Preparation of tariffs is 
under way preparatory to filing 
with the commission. Certain sec- 
tions of the territory served by the 
11 railroads may not be included 
in initial publication of the tariffs, 
however. 

Under the proposed tariffs, ship- 
pers may use the pick-up and de- 
livery service at both ends of the 
haul Or at either end, or they may 
elect not to use it at all. 

The railroads involved are the 
Atchison, Topeka & Santa Fe, the 
Kansas City Southern, Louisiana & 
Arfansas, Missouri Pacific, St. 
Louis Southwestern, St. Louis-San 
Francisco, Missouri-Kansas-Texas, 
Rock Island, Southern Pacific, 
Texas & Pacific and Burlington- 
Rock Island. 

Preliminary to its adoption in 
the territory generally, experiments 
in the plan have been conducted, 
through subsidiaries in certain sec- 
tions, by the Missouri Pacific, Mis- 
souri-Kansas-Texas, St. Louis 
Southwestern, Southern Pacific 
and Texas & Pacific. 

The plan was worked out by a 
committee of traffic vice presi- 
dents of the railroads involved.

MIGRATORY BIRDS CUT 


Time for Hunting Ducks, Geese 


Brants and Jacksnipe 
Shortened 15 Days.

WASHINGTON, March 20.— 
New regulations increasing protec- 
tion of migratory birds were an- 

* nounced today by the Biological 
Survey of the Department of Agri- 


culture. The open seasons through- 
out the country on ducks, geese, 


brants, coots and jacksnipe were | 


shortened 15 days. 


In general the seasons on these | 


birds will start 15 days later in the 
northern states and close 15 days 
earlier in the south. In Missouri, 
Illinois and Iowa the season will 
open Oct. 1, and close Dec. 31. The 
shortened seasons were ordered be- 
cause of the increased natural haz- 
ards the birds are experiencing 
through reduced breeding, feeding 
and resting areas, brought about 
in part as a result of the unpre- 
cedented drouth the last two s¢a- 
sons. 
The survey also cleared up the | 
confusion regarding the hour at 
which the season opens. Here- 
after it will be illegal to hunt mi- | 
gratory game before noon of met 
opening day. 

Other general provisions related | 
to decoys, baiting and bag limits. | 
Not more than 10 live goose de- | 
coys may be used or shot over at | 

any one gunning stand, blind or) 
floating device. Baiting for 
mourning dove with salt whgat or 
other grains will not be permitted | 
and it will be illegal to take these 
birds on or over areas so baited. 
The bag limits on those geese for 
which open seasons are provided 
were changed to include brant. 
The kill limit for all geese, in- 
eluding brant, was set at four a 
day. Possession of geese was lim- 
ited to eight. 

The season on ross and cackling 
@eese was ordered closed through- 
out the entire range of these species 
in this country and a closed season 
on snow geese was established in 
all states bordering the Atlantic 
Ocean. 

For New York the season on 
woodcock was so drawn that in the 
southern part of the state, includ- 
ing Long Island, it will run from 
Oct. 15 to Nov. 14. Elsewhere in 
the State the season will be limited 
to the month of October. Minor 
changes were made in the regula- 
tions affecting rails and gallinules, 
except coots, in the states of New 
York and Washington, where local 
adjustments were made to reduce 
elightly the seasons.

“Y propose the United States 
should propose to England, France 
and Italy that they give the same 
suspension to Germany on her 
debt that we give them. 

“This is the remedy I see that 
would immediately awaken trade 

and revive prosperity in America.” 


NEVADA LEGALIZES GAMBLING 
AND DIVORCES IN SIX WEEKS 


Houses of Chance Sanctioned; Two 
Bills to Facilitate Separations 
Become — May 1.

CARSON CITY. } Nev., March 20. 


-—Virtually all forms of gambling 
became legal in Nevada today and 
the path of the divorce seeker will 
be shortened May 1 as the result 
of two bills signed yesterday by 
Gov. Fred B. Balzar. 

In championing legalized gamp- 
ling, Nevada took a step toward 
the “good old days.” In the di- 
vorce measure she will become the 
only State in the Union in which 
a person may establish legal qual- 
ifications in six weeks to sue for 
a divorce. Arkansas and Idaho re- 
cently adopted bills requiring three 
months’ residence. Another meas- 
ure designed to facilitate divorcees 
was given final approval by the 
Legislature yesterday. It proviles 
that divorce cases may be heard in 
private and that complaints and 
property settlements may be sealed, 
thus preventing their publication. 

With the licensing of houses of 
chance, some of which have becn 
operating several years without 
benefit of legality, Nevada again 
may see the life of-a half century 
ago, when her mountains were 
yielding millions of dollars in sil- 
ver and gold. 


EMERGENCY ACTION TO PROVIDE 
PLUMBING FOR NURSES’ HOME 


Kinsey Directed to Make Arrange- 
ments in View of Failure to 
Obtain Bids. 

The Board of Public Service to- 
day authorized President Kinsey of 
that body to take emergency action 
to get the plumbing work’done on 
the new City Hospital Nurses’ 
Home. 

When bids on the construction 
were opened last Tuesday, it was 
discovered that there was none 
covering the plumbing, estimated 
at $54,000. The reason, according 
to city officials, is that union 
plumbers demanded that the minor 
job of installing individual medi- 
cine cabinets in each of the 400 
rooms be included in the plumbing, 
contract.

Let me say first 
of all that on the logging opera- 
tions, about which so much is 
written in the foreign press, 1,134,- 
000 workers’ have been employed 
this season. All of these work un- 
der the usual conditions of free 
labor, and convict labor has no 
connection whatever with logging 
operations. 

However, we have never made a 
secret of the fact that healthy con- 
victs, capable of work,, are employ- 
ed on certain communal and road- 
building work. This has been a 
practice carried on in the past; we 
continue to do it now and will also 
do so in the future. This benefits 
the community. It is good for the 
prisoners, because it accustoms 
them to work and makes them 
useful members of society. It is 
true that, in several of the northern 
regions convicts are employed on 
certain jobs. But facts enumer- 
ated later make it perfectly clear 
that convict labor is in no way 
connected ,with our export 
products® The total number em- 
ployed on this work in the regions 
indicated is about 60,000.

Such attempts are of a one-sided 
nature and are therefore unaccept- 
able because the carrying out of 
such intentions are not in accord- 
ance with what is due to a sov- 
ereign state. Only a ruling state 
could make such a one-sided pro- 
posal to a subordinate state. No 
sovereign state would permit an 
investigation so one-sided in char- 
acter. 

However, there are in Moscow 
representatives of foreign govern- 
ments and representatives of the 
foreign press who enjoy full lib- 
erty of movement and can if they 
wish convince themselves personal- 
ly of the baseness of the lies circu-

As sOon as a new ice box 
or refrigeration system is installed in a 
store or building, the Water Department 
immediately installs a water meter. The 
owner has no opportunity to take up the 
matter with his tenants and the ordinary 
flat tenant over the store is of course 
put on the meter with the store on the 
main line. If that is not done, the street 
(usually newly paved) is torn up once 
more and separate lines put in for the 
separate tenants. 

St. Louis has always had ample water 
supplies and even in this past dry year 
there was no shortage. Why then wa- 
ter meters? We have no deficit in wa- 
ter revenue. Meters will not prevent 
leaks in pipes nor will they prevent the 
use of water. They will simply add the 
cost of a meter and meter box to the 
wuter rates. If 100,000 meters are in- 
stalled at a cost of about $15 each, we 
will have a $1,500,000 burden added as 
an unseen tax. 

It seems a movement so radical should 
be put to a vote. Of course our ordi- 
nance provides that in a special isolated 
case a meter should be _ installed, but 
where almost every drug store or soda 
fountain has new type ice boxes I do 
not think that section of the ordinance 
applies.

The Internal Revenue Department’s counsel 
is of the opinion that it would stick. Virginia has 
such a law, but it is not enforced. The United States 
Supreme Court has never passed upon the point. 
Secrecy is enjoined upon the United States Treasury 
in all income taxes, but there is good legal opinion 
that the State could share this secrecy with the 
Treasury. 
It is, at any rate, a relief to Missouri to see the 
Legislature cooling off. A dispassionate consideration 
of the State’s needs and the just way to meet them 
is something quite different from the hue and cry 
with which the tax bill went through the House. 
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BOOTLEGGERS AS CHILDREN SEE THEM. 
The modern child knows more about bootleggers 
than about any other item of our economic and social 
life. That is the disquieting assertion of Dr. William 
John Cooper, United States Commissioner of Educa- 
tion. Speaking at a meeting of school officials and 
teachers at the University of Pennsylvania, Dr. Coop- 
er, who has been in educational work for more than 
25 years, quoted research findings to the effect that 
nearly 100 per cent of boys and 90 per cent of girls 
know about the bootlegger and his activities, but that 
only 40 per cent have heard that the -bootlegger is a 
violator of the law. They regard him, Dr. Cooper 
said, as a well dressed and wealthy man. An apprecia-

The utilities 
realize that their public’s good opinion is well worth 
cultivating, and they are cultivating it. 
Anyhow, that is the attitude of our Union Electric 
Co., as a discerning reader might have learned from 
that rate reduction hearing before the Public Service 
Commission a day or two ago at Jefferson City. 
Numerous items entering into the cost of putting 
the ohm in the home had been submitted. Finally 
the bill for membership in golf and country clubs 
bobbed up. The commission scanned it coldly. But 
the witness, Vice President Boehm, suavely and pa- 
tiently explained it. Union Electric, he said, encour- 
aged its department heads to rub elbows with the 
masses. Such contacts are valuable. One never can 
tell when an inadvertent remark or casual observa- 
tion will give an alert utility executive a worth-while 
idea. The utility magnate, when arrayed in knickers, 
merry hose and a rakish plaid cap is not idling away 
his time in an inane game. No “flanneled fool at the 
wicket” is he, and certainly no “muddied oaf at the 
goal.” He is doing his master’s work on the golf 
course as faithfully as when slaving at his desk or 
pondering great affairs in conference. That is why 
Union Electric includes the club charges of its high 
command in the expense of producing and delivering 
power. 
And golf, as you know, is but one adventure in the

lation in Washington, the President has 
Scarcely made friends. And those he had 
previously have left him or have had to 
retire. He is alone,- with several devoted 
collaborators—one might almost say fa- 
natics—surrounded by the hostility of the 
Democrats, the antipathy of the Republic- 
ans, the annoyance of the politicians, the 
suspicion of business men and the coolness 
of the journalists. 

Everyone is pleased to heap reproaches 

on him, most of which are unjust. Since 
the beginning, his brilliant position has 
been thorny, and he would have needed 
superhuman luck and occult powers in 
order to keep himself on his pinnacle. Amer- 
ica was grateful to him between 1918 and 
1920; but with the anti-European reaction, 
he has had almost to make apologies for 
himself. The economic crisis, which began 
with a panic in the stock market and de- 
veloped with increasing scope, took away 
all the popularity which he formerly en- 
joyed among merchants and industrial men. 
He is held responsible, very unjustly, for 
everything that has happened since the be- 
ginning of his administration; and with 
more logic if not with more justice, he 
Seems the symbol, the incarnation of the 
whole ensemble of tendencies which, under 
the influence of the crisis, are suddenly be- 
ing tested after being for such a long time 
admired—bourgeois pride and conceit, the 
confidence of the technician in material 
civilization and machines, the systematic 
virtue of the Quaker. Against all this the 
American voter has turned. 
America doubts, not herself, but the 
formulas which, for 10 years, have been 
presented to her as magic. Methodists, Bap- 
tists and automobile merchants said in 
1920: “Forbid all sale and consumption of 
alcohol, and you will have as a result an 
unheard-of prosperity, solid virtue and sta- 
ble social peace.” In 1930 the American 
people revolted.

Irritation and anger.are at their peak, 
They have smoldered long enough to ex- 
plode now with redoubled force. Lawyers, 
doctors, women of the world, the three 
groups which at first seemed most to up- 
hold the noble experiment, cannot be too 
strong in their criticism of it.

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AMERICAN FISH OlL 
IS RICH IN VITAMIN D 


Bureau of Fisheries Study In- 
dicates Tuna Is Better 
Than Cod Liver. 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, March 20.—Re- 
search by the United States Bureau 
of Fisheries over a 15-month period 
indicates that American fish oil is 
as potent in vitamin D as cod liver 
oil. Between 3,000,000 and 4,000,- 
000 gallons of cod liver oil are im- 
ported by America yearly. 

The studies of the Bureau of 
Fisheries, made with 1500 albino 
rats, showed that tuna fish oil is 
25 per cent more potent in vitamin 
content than cod liver oil. Cali- 
fornia sardine oil was found equal, 
salmon oil one-half as potent and 
menhaden oil three-fourths as 
strong. 

Secretary of Agriculture Hyde 
has agreed to try the fish oil on 
chickens to. determine effects of 
various dosages. Chickens, like 
children, are subject to rickets 
when they do not get vitamin D in 
sufficient quantity. 

“The bureal has carried this 
phase of the work as far as pos- 
sible, though other experiments are 
still going on with fish oils,”’ Rep- 
resentative Free said. “American 
fish oil can be produced at one- 
fourth the cost of cod liver oil— 
and the American fish oil industry 
is not thriving. We feel quite cer- 
tain we will soon develop a big 
market for American oils and cut 
costs for chicken growers.” 

J. R. Manning of the Bureau of 
Fisheries, who conducted the tests 
with Dr. E. M. Nelson, Agriculture 
Department chemist, told of the 
work, and said that fish oils were 
being tried out for vitamin A po- 
tentialities. Vitamin A. is not con- 
sidered so important, as it is found 
in a number of foods. 


ARKANSAS OUT OF DIFFICULTY, 
VISITING CONGRESSMEN SAY 


Minnesotans Believe Too Much 
Credence Was Given Reports 
of Suffering. 

LITTLE ROCK, Ark., March 20. 
—Arkansas apparently has sur- 
mounted the main obstacles that 
the drouth of 1930 left in its path 
and indications are that only 
better times are in store for the 
State and its people, Frank Clague 
and Paul J. Kvale, Congressman 
from Minnesota, said before leav- 
ing for Scott Field, Ill., in an army 
plane which has taken them over 
4000 miles for a tour of the drouth 
areas of several states. They visited 

six Arkansas counties, 

“What we saw led us to believe 
that both sides of the question 
about conditions in Arkansas have 
been exaggerated,’”’ Kvale said. “TI 
seems that too much credence has 
been given both to reports of Com- 
munistic activities among the 
drouth sufferers and to the amount 
of actual physical suffering. 

“It was a particularly hearten- 
ing thing to us when we visited 
schools and saw healthy, bright- 
eyed, rosy-cheeked children in- 
stead of youngsters with pinched 
faces and wasted bodies that re- 
ports had led us partly to expect. 
It also was heartening to see the 
great amount of work that is be- 
ing done in preparation for the 
new crops.” ‘

The first three mifes of levee com- 
pleted under Federal aid and speci- 
fications in Marion County have 
been accepted by U. S. Engineers.

He said he served 
in the Spanish-American War and 
was a Major in the National Guard 
on Gov. Lowden’s staff.

“There were 2800 prisoners in 
the prison farm, the old prison and 
at Stateville,” he said, “and there 
are 4678 today.’’. a 

Young Chicago hoodlums were 
the troublemakers who caused the 
Stateville riot Wednesday, Hill told 
the committee.

New Combinations, New Réci- 
pes and a Wide Variety of 
Wholesome Foods. 


The seasonal changes are gen- 
erally times when the housewife is 
hard put to include in the family 
meals seasonal fruits and vege- 


tables as well as the old standbys.

Steamed Chocolate Pudding.

Pour into a greased pudding 
mold, cover and steam for two 
hours. Turn out and serve with 


creamy sauce. This is made by 
mixing together two tablespoons 
butter and one-half cup powdered 
sugar until well blended, then add- 
ing one egg and beating hard. Next 
add one-half cup cream whipped 
stiff and stir over hot water for 
five minutes. Flavor with one- 
half teaspoon vanilla. 

Jellied Fresh Rhubarb. 
Wash one pound fresh, pink 
rhubarb, remove the root end, and 
cut the stalks into inch pieces with- 
out peeling them. Put in a sauce- 
pan with two cups water and boil 
without stirring for five to 10 
minutes, or until the rhubarb is 
tender. Add one cup sugar and 
stir very gently to dissolve the 
sugar. Dissolve one package of 
orange or lemon flavored gelatine 
in one-half cup boiling water, add. 
the rhubarb and pour into a shal- 
low pan or into individual molds. 
Set aside to chill and harden, Serve 
with cream or a thin custard sauce.

CANNED TUNA FISH 
MAKES TASTY DISHES 


Hearty Cooked 
Dishes as Well as ‘Salads 
and Sandwiches. 


One of the popular Lenten foous 


is canned tuna fish which may be 


used in a variety of ways either in 
cooked or uncooked dishes. On ac- 
count of the delicacy of its flavor, 
canned tuna fish is frequently 
spoken of as “California chicken.’ 
As for instance, this dish: 


California Chicken Pie. 
To make it take one small can 


tuna fish, one cup diced carrots, 
one cup diced potatoes, one cup 
milk, two tablespoons butter, few 
grains of salt, one-fourth cup 
chopped onions, one cup canned 
peas, two tablespoons flour, one 
teapoon salt and one-eighth tea- 


spoon paprika, 

Cook the vegetables together un- 
til tender, in very little water. Make 
a white sauce of the milk, butter, 
flour and seasonings. Add the 
liquid from the vegetables, about 
one-half cup. Add the flaked tuna 
fish and vegetables. 

Line a casserole with rich bis- 
cult dough and fill with creamed 
fish and vegetable mixture,, Cover 
with a thin sheet of biscuit dough. 
Bake until nicely browned. The 
biscuit dough may be ornitted or 
just a cover for the top used. A

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SALAD DRESSING AN 
IMPORTANT DETAIL 


Commercial Mayonnaise May 
Be Varied by the Addition 
of Different Seasonings. 


A great deal is said, nowadays, 
about the importance of using sal- 
ads frequently, but the importance 
of the salad dressing to the salad 
is not always emphasized. It is not 
emphasized nearly enough—hence, 


today’s lesson. 

The wise home-manager, how- 
ever, will always have at least one 
sealed jar of mayonnaise on the 
pantry shelf. 

When there isa plain mayon- 
naise dressing on the supply shelf 
the home cook can rest assured of 
being able to meet any salad emer- 
gency because with this dressing 
she can make a dozen different 
kinds of dressings quickly, easily 
and without risk of failure. 

There are a great many kinds of 
salad dressings, though it is true 
they are mostly base€ on either a 
French dressing or mayonnaise. 

Many people never seem to think 
that either one of these founda- 
tion dressings may be varied in 
other ways than by adding chili 
sauce or catsup to maké a Russian 
dressing, or adding whipped cream 
for fruit salads. 

Each salad has a dressing that 
belongs particularly to it—one that 
is best suited to develop its flavor 
to the best advantage and make it 
a real work of art. 

Commercial Mayonnaise. 

Most people today prefer to buy 
one of the good standard brands of 
mayonnaise rather than take the 
time and the risk of making their 
own. It is a good plan to see that 
a jar is always kept on hand for 
use as the occasion requires. Many 
a bit of leftover vegetable or fruit 
can be transferred into a delectable 
salad by the use of the right kind 
of dressing. Plain mayonnaise is 
suited to chicken or meat salads. to 
hard-boiled eggs, to most fish and 
a few vegetables. 

For Fruit Salads. 

Mayonnaise that is mixed with 
fruit juices may be served with 
fruit salads. When the juices are 
tart it is best to add a little pow- 
dered sugar as well. Mayonnaise 
combined with whipped or plain 
cream is also good with fruit sal- 
ads, especially fresh fruits, 

Russian Dressing. 

Canned pineapple, shredded cab- 
bage, hardboiled eggs, asparagus 
and hearts of lettuce may be served 
with Russian dressing which is 
made by adding one-quarter cup 
chili sauce, one-half teaspoon 
Worcestershire sauce, one-half tea- 
spoon salt and one tablespoon 
shredded green pepper to one-half 
cup thick mayonnaise. This may 
be mixed and kept on hand for use 
as needed. ; 

The forehanded housekeeper will 
see that several varieties of salad 
dressings are kept in the ice box 
and save herself many an anxious 
moment. 

Home cooks should get in the 
habit of varying salad dressings as 
often as possible, for it will give an 
increased interest in the use of 
salads and an increased appetite 
for them. 

Most meat and vegetable salads 
are much improved in flavor if they 
are mixed first with French dress- 
ing and allowed to stand for a while 
for the dressing to permeate them. 
Mayonnaise may be added before 
serving.

The best food authorities rec- 
ommend that in addition to meat, 
potatoes and cereals, each day’s 
food allowance contains a green or

Planning the Dietary. 


In menu planning it is helpful to 
bear in mind the percentages of 
various food elements that dieti- 
tians have agreed upon as the best 
for a balanced diet. Fruits and 
vegetables should be 20 per cent of 
the entire meal; 25 per cent should 
be foods rich in protein; cereal 
foods rate 25 per cent, sweets 10 
per cent and fats 20 per cent.

GROW BEAN SPROUTS 
IN THE KITCHEN 


Women’s Division of the Presi- 


serve as emergency gardens and 
produce a most valuable and delici- 
ous food—bean sprouts—at the 
cost of a few cents, according to 
the Bureau of Home Economics of 
the United States Department of 


Agriculture. 


A pound of beans will produce 


enough sprouts to serve 


valuable source of that very 
portant vitamin, C, 


Dried- beans, peas, 
the smaller cereal grains 


used for this purpose, though if 
a much 


the latter are sprouted 
larger quantity has to be handled. 

Sprouting changes legumes 
grains into an entirely 
type of vegetable. Some of 
starch present 
used up in the sprouting process, 


and the remainder is changed into 


a simpler form. Bean sprouts are 
an old story in the Chinese dietary, 
hut the Occidental has made little 
wee of this source of vegetables. 
The bureau suggests that they have 

a recular place in the diet, espec- 

jalty where families are living on 

‘imited incomes and are not likely 

to get a sufficient supply of vi- 

tamin C. 

One method for sprouting, as out- 
lined by the bureau, is as follows: 
Wet same cheesecloth and sprinkle 
it with dried beans. Roll the cloth, 
with the beans in it, around a stick 
about a foot long. and place an end 
of the roll in water. Occasionaly 
the whole roll should be dampened. 
Another way is to place the beans 
in any receptacle that has holes in 
tt for draining and which can be 
covered, as a strainer or granite or 
aluminum colander. Do not fill 
the receptacle, for the beans will 
swell to at least six times their orig- 
inal size. Soak the beans to be 
sprouted over night. The next 
morning place thei in the contain- 
er. Keep them covered in a warm 
place and flood them with warm 
water at least four to five times 
daily. 

The beans are ready to use when 
the sprouts are about one inch 
long. Different varieties of beans 
require different lengths of time to 
sprout—pinto beans take about one 
week; mung beans, which are the 
sprouts found in chow mein, sprout 
in three or four days; and soy 
beans require four to six days. Only 
enough for immediate use should 
be sprouted at one time, for they 
are as perishable as other fresh 
vegetables. Sprouts may be served 
as any leafy vegetable or combined 
with meat or other vegetables; used 
raw or cooked. 

A sample dish using bean sprouts 
is made with one-half pound corn 
beef, two tablespoons diced salt 
pork, one onion, dash of cayenne 
pepper and one tablespoon flour. 

Corn Beef arid Beans. 

Prepare two cups of dried beans, 
peas or corn as outlined above. 
Sprouts from this amount should 
serve four persons. 

Cook the corned beef in small 
quantity of water until tender. Fry 
the salt pork until crisp. Remove 
the pork. Brown the onion in the 
fat. Stir in the flour, mix well, 
then add the liquid in which the 
meat was cooked and enough more 
water to make two cups. Stir until 
thickened, add diced meat, pork.

PLANNING MEALS FOR 
THE FAMILY TABLE 


Avoid Getting in the Rut of 
Monotony in Arranging 
the Home Menus. . 


It is a good plan to occasionally 
vary the traditional Sunday roast 
by serving broiled steak or chops 
even though this method has the 
disadvantage of leaving very little 
leftover for Monday. If a large 
steak is used the end may be cut 
off, broiling only the tender part, 
then combining the end with a veal 
or beef kidney or with plenty of 
vegetables and making a meat pie 
for the next night. Housewives try 
to avoid getting in too much of a 


ration of meals in order to keep 
up interest in food. 

This week several new combina- 
tions in foods are listed to vary the 
meals in as many ways as possible. 

Tomato bouillon ig.an excellent 
soup to serve with a steak meal, It 
is simplest made by combining a 
can of tomato juice with one of 
consomme or bouillon and adding 
one-half cup coarsely chopped cel- 
ery leaves, salt to season and a 
slice of onion. Simmer for 20 
minutes, strain and serve. 

Boned, canned chicken is con- 
venient to use for the Sunday night 
chicken. a.la’ king, and if it is well 
chilled it may be cut into dice very 
readily. One-half pound can will 


routine in the planning and prepa- 


serve four people. 

Raspberry or strawberry jam 
makes a good fruit sauce for ice 
cream. Mix three-fourths cup with 
one-fourth cup hot water, one tea- 
speon lemon juice and heat to the 
boiling point; then stir in one-half 
teaspoon cornstarch mixed with a 
little cold water and boil up once. 
Serve cold. 

The dried ripe figs combine well 
with oranges for a luncheon salad. 
Cut a slit in each fig and stuff 
with a little cream or cottage 
cheese. Allow three figs and two 
slices of orange for each portion. 
Serve with thin mayonnaise or 
cream dressing. 

Oysters are still fine and the 
recipe used this week for baked 
noodles and oysters is a new one. 
It makes as good a dinner ag a 
luncheon dish and is substantial 
enough to make a meal in itself 


if need be. 

A number of vegetable and fish 
meals are planned in this week's 
menus for those who keep to the 
observance of Lent. 

The lamb croquetes served on 
Thursday night may be made from 
the remains of the roast lamb used 
on Tuesday, and since croquettes 
are soft in consistency, a raw vege- 
table salad, cold and crisp, is sug- 
gested to serve with them. A 
combination of grated or shredded 
raw carrots, cabbage, celery, green 
peppers and a tiny bit of onion 
makes a wholesome and appetizing 
salad. Serve it with French dress- 
ing and use a little mayonnafiee as 
garnish. 

Here is an old fashioned recipe 
for the clam pie used for dinner 
on Friday night. 

For four servings cut potatoes 
into thin slices until you have three 
cupsful.. Cover with boiling water 
and cook five minutes, then drain. 
Chop two dozen hard clams, saving 
all the juice. Beat one egg, add 
one-half cup milk, the clam juice, 
two tablespoons melted butter, salt 
and pepper to season, and one- 
quarter teaspoon powdered thyme. 
Put half the potatoes in a deep 
dish, sprinkle with one teaspoon 
minced onion, add the chopped 
clams, then the rest of the potatoes 
and another teaspoon onion. Pour 
in the egg mixture, cover the dish 
with a biscuit crust and bake in a 
hot oven—425 degrees—for about 
40 minutes. Serve hot.

Bake in a hot oven for about 25 
minutes. Serve either hot or cold 
with cream. 

For a delicious short cake, slice 
a loaf cake lengthwise, cover top 
of one half with sliced canned 
peaches sprinkled with sugar. 
Place the other half om top of 
fruit and top with whipped cream. 
Serve sliced with the canned fruit 
juice as a sauce.

CHILDREN'S DIETARY 
REQUIRES ATTENTION 


Give Them Simple Food and 
Place No Emphasis on the 
Necessity for Eating It. 


That there is need for care and 
thought. in the planning of meals 
for children is evidenced by the 
thousands and thousands of chil- 
dren who are suffering from mal- 
nutrition—malnutrition due to the 
wrong kind of food rather than to 
not enough of it. 

In many homes there is a feeling 
that as soon as youngsters are old 
enough to eat solid food any spe- 
cial care spent in planning their 
diet is foolishness. They must eat 
what is provided for the grown- 
ups. . 

This kind of reasoning is all 
right if the grown-ups are eating 
the kind of food that will provide 
for the growing needs and devel- 
opment of young people, but in 
nine cases out of ten such is not 
the case, though they might be 
easily adapted or changed to make 
them suitable. 

Food for Children. 

The problem of the proper feed- 
ing of children is one that is meet- 
ing the attention of nutrition ex- 
perts all over the country today in 
schools, in private agencies and in 
the Government. Much material is 
available for helping the mother 
who will ask for it. In many com- 
munities mother’s classes have been 
formed in connection with school 
activities and mothers are receiv- 
ing insfruction in the planning and 
preparation of food, as well as in 
the health and nutrition needs of 
their boys and girls. 

Meals for children cannot be left 
to chance, they must be carefully 
planned, well cooked and served 
without making the child ‘“food- 
conscious.”’ 

In planning such meals it does 
no harm to keep in mind the fact 
that the essential foods are about 
the same for young and older mem- 
bers with the exception that chil- 
dren need milk. One quart a day 
should be used for each child from 
1 to 6 years; one pint a day for 
those older, though if more can 
be given, so much the better. Some 
of the milk may be used in cereals, 
in puddings and soups. 

Vegetables in abundance should 
be included in the food supply of 
botb children and adults, a mod- 
erate amount of meat or other pro- 
tein food should be added, and as 
much fruit as possible be used. 
Rich foods, elaborate dishes and 
fried foods can advantageously 
be omitted from the diet of adults, 
and they have no place at all in 
the food supply of children. 

Dietary Rules for Children. 

The following rules, which have 
been given as a guide in planning 
food for children, are as well suited 
to the food needs of the whole 
family, and may be used where it 
is not desirable to plan special 
meals for youngsters—which means 
in the average home. 

1. See that clean, wholesome 
milk is used for the children—one 
quart a day for children under 6 
years of age, and at least a pint a 
day for older ones. 

2. Serve plenty of simply cooked 
vegetables of all kinds—either 
fresh or canned. Use leafy vegeta- 
bles at least twice a week. 

3. Serve food without comment 
on its nutritive qualities, or with- 
out remarking on the necessity for 
eating it. Take it for granted that 
it will be eaten and liked. 

4. Never force a child to eat 
when he is cross or tired—or at 
any other time, for that matter. If 
he refuses food, leave him alone, 
and don’t talk about it. 

5. Serve a hot breakfast and a 
simple, substantial luncheon. 

6. Serve some coarse food—oat- 
meal, bran, whole wheat bread, 
raw vegetables—to prevent consti- 
pation. 

7. Serve meals at regular hours. 

8. Set an example of eating 
slowly and chewing food well. 

9. Drink plenty of water be- 
tween meals. 

10. Do not plan or serve fried 
foods, highly seasoned foods, or 
very rich dishes to children. 

11. Children often need a mid- 
afternoon lunch when they come 
home from school, but this should 
be given at a regular time, and eat- 
ing between meals at indescrimin- 
ate times discouraged. 

12. Remember that the right food 
in sufficient amounts is necegsary 
if a child is to be healthy and grow 
as he should. The foods mentioned 
above are needed to build bones 
and teeth and make the child 
strong and healthy.

CLASH IN HOUSE 
OVER PRISON INQUIRY 


Igoe Charges Gov. Emmer- 
son and Republicans With 
Trying to ‘‘Whitewash 
Situation at Joliet.”

SPRINGFIELD, IIL, 
—Rejecting a compromise amend- | 
ment providing for county option | 
in the enforcement of State pro- 
hibition laws, the Senate yesterday 
advanced the O’Grady bill for re- 
peal of the State search and seizure 
act to third reading without a rec- 
ord vote. Lieutenant-Governor Fred 
Sterling and Senator V. P. Michel 
of Peoria immediately agreed to 
set aside next Wednesday morning 
for final consideration of the 
measure. . 

The only proposal to amend the 
bill, which was passed by the 
House several weeks ago, was made 
by Senator Earl B. Searcy (Rep.), 
Springfield. The Searcy amend- 
ment would continue the present 
law, but would give the various 
counties their option as to whether 
or not it should be enforced. Each 
county could vote on the law, and 
the county officers would be 
bound by the decision of the voters. 

Michel, spokesman for propon- 
ents of repeal, ridiculed the amend- 
ment as something that would per- 
mit the Senators to “vote wet and 
dry with the same breath.” He 
asserted that such a change in the 
law would be worse than the pres- 
ent apathy toward prohibition en- 
forcement and would make Illi- 
nois ‘“‘the laughing stock of the 
country.” 

“This amendment only seeks to 


»| give counties that did not vote for 


repeal at the lust election, the right 
to enforce the sttae law,’’ Searcy 
said in defense of his plan. ‘The 
cry last fall was, that the people 
should have what they wanted. 
This is an effort to give it to 
them.” 

Debate Over Prison Inquiry. 

A bitter debate between Demo- 


|crats and Republicans over the in- 
'vestigation into the prison riots at 


Joliet and Stateville featured the 
session in the House. The verbal 
tilt was started by Minority Lead- 
er Michael L. Igoe, Chicago, who 
charged Gov. Louis L. Emmerson 
and Republican members of the 
House with attempting to “white- 
wash the situation at Joliet.” 

He explained the “whitewash 
methods,” by citing a statement 
made by Senator Roy G. Woods, 
representing the same district that 
sends Igoe to Springfield, in which 
Woods said “there should be no 
more investigating committees ap- 
pointed until further order is re- 
stored. We ought to let the prison 
administration know we are behind 
Rag 

Woods’ statement was put into 
effect in the Senate when that body 
adopted a resolution offered by 
him, calling upon the people to 
“withhold sentimental sympathy 
regarding the prison rioting while 
order is being restored, and at 
whatever price.” The resolution 
requested Gov. Emmerson to use 
all resources at his command to 
quell further disorder and to as- 
sure obedience to prison regula- 
tions. 

Seeks Separate Inquiry. 

A special investigation of the 
State Board of Pardons and Pa- 
roles will be launched by the House 
of Representatives next week if 
the plans of Representative 
Thomas O’Grady of Chicago are 
put into effect. O’Grady said he 
will introduce a bill next week to 
ask the Speaker to appoint the 
committee. 

Roger Little, chairman of the 
investigating committee, told 
O’Grady his committee would go 
into that phase of the work of the 
Pardon Board, but O’Grady insist- 
ed. he wanted an independent in- 
vestigation. 

A bill introduced in the Senate 
by Richard J. Barr (Rep.), Joliet, 
would remove special tax rates for 
1929, 1930 and 1931 in free school 
law and set the rate at 1 per cent 
for educational and three-eighths 
of 1 per cent for building purposes. 
It would make the act apply to 
cities of less than 200,000 people. 

Two bills introduced in the 
House by Little and Black provide 
for University of Illinois appro- 
priations. Black's bill would ap- 
propriate $50,000 from land 


grants. 

The bill validating village bonds 
was passed on the third reading 
by the House and sent to the 
Senate for consideration. Three 
companion bills of Clinton Searle 
(Rep.), Rock Island, that. would 
make the consent of a nominee 
necessary before his name can be 
put on election ballots, were 
passed by the House.

Public Instruction also were, passed 
by the House. Representative Fos- 
ter’s bill to legalize 15-round fights 
was advanced to third reading. 


Changes in court practice in 
Illinois are provided in a series of 
72 bills introduced at the request 
of the State and Cook County Ju- 
dicial Advisory Councils. Some of 


the bills call for simplification of 
indictments and information by 
eliminating obsolete verbage and 
technicalities, and provide that the 
courts may dismiss cases for the 
want of prosecution. 


An amendment to the criminal 
code prohibiting defendants from 
taking advantage of the provision 
that a juror may be challenged be- 


cause he has scruples against cap- 
ital punishment is advocated by the 
bills. The number of peremptory 
challenges in cases where several 
defendants are tried jointly also 
would be reduced under one of the 
bills.

Migraine 
HERE are headaches and head- 
aches. Some are due merely 
to the dissipations of the night 
before, while others are warning 
signals of faults elsewhere in the 
body. 

Such warnings may point to con- 
stipation, defective vision, sinus 
trouble, excessive fatigue and oth- 
ers causes, but the type called “sick 
headache” is not of this kind. Tech- 
nically it is known as migraine. 


This type of headache begins at 
a small spot which may be on the 
temple, forehead or eyeball. It 
then spreads until it involves the 
entire side of the head or even 
the neck and arm. Occasionally 
both sides are affected and there 
may be numbness of the tongue 
and face. 

The pain is usually of a penetrat- 
ing character. In addition to the 
headache, there may also be in mi- 
graine remarkable nervous disturb- 
ance. Apparitions, visions of ani- 
mals may appear. There may be a 
spasmodic and alternating contrac- 
tion and expansion of the pupils. 

Migraine is more often found in 
worflen than among men and in the 
members of so-called neurotic fat- 
ilies than in the normal popula- 
tidn. Heredity appears to play an 
important part in predisposing the 
individual to migraine. The naturs 
and the cause of the disease, how- 
ever, still remains unknown. 


In a recent experiment 560 per- 
sons suffering from migraine were 
placed on a ketogenic diet—that is, 
one containing a high fat and low 
carbohydrate or starch content — 
over periods varying from seven to 
36 months. Fourteen of the pi:i- 
tients were able definitely to con- 
trol their disease and 25 benefited 
by the treatment. Eleven of the 
50 received no benefit whatever. 


This reported study is very inter- 
esting, while as yet inconclusive. 
The ketogenic diet is very unbal- 
anced, hence can be employed only 
under careful medical supervision.
